An exaggerated sensitiveness with 
regard to the "[loiiit of honor" has of 
lato years, especially in tho Gernnui 
and Austrian cniiiires, found express- 
ion in many sanguinary encounters, re- 
sulting only too frequently in the death 
of one of the combatants. It has .sel- 
dom, howevei', lieen our painful duty 
to chronicle so desjierato ami murder- 
ous a duel as that fought on tho Sth 
instant, at Bit-ie, in Lower Hungary, 
between two young gentlemen of good 
birth and station. Joseph Sraialovski 
and Justinian Moravski, formerly in- 
timate friends, ciuarroled so bitterly a 
few weeks ago that they agii^ed to light 
a mortal duel, without seconds, and 
wrote to a A'ie.nnese armorer for a ])air 
of his linest hair triggered rifled i)istols. 
Tho weapons, though paid for in ad- 
vance, did not cotno to hand for a fort- 
night. During the interim these reso- 
lute lads kept Up an ap))earanco of cor- 
dial intimacy so successfully that none 
of their relatives or friond.s were led to 
sus]iect any difference between them. 
( In the ("ill the pistols arrived at Sillein, 
the youths' place of residence, whence 
they forthwith setod'to Eettse by train, 
apparently on the best possible terms 
At I'ctlso they dined together in the' 
chief hotel, took part in a dance hasti- 
ly improvised for their amusement by 
some local acquaintances, and retired 
to their bedroom at an early hour of 
the morning, accompanied to the very 
door by gipsy fiddlers hired for the oo- 
easion, who, ns is customary in some 
parts of Hungary, played tho "honored 
guests" to rest.

R. from 
Port Moody to English Bay, a fow milea 
further east on Burrard Inlet, and from 
thence run a railway ferry aoroaa tho Gulf 
of Georgia to Nanainio from which point 
a railway 03 miles long would reach tho 
finoSf harbor on tlie BritishColiimbian coast 
•at Esquimau. As tho Syndicate terma 
now stand no provision ia made for tho 
ferry and Island road hero proposed, and 
should they pass into law, tho dangers 
arising from the diversion of traffic to tho 
terminus of tho Northern Pacific become 
certainties. In this way Canadian cntor- 
priio will go to build up a greaj city in tho 
United States and the prcnpocta of IJi itish 
Columbia will be ruined forever. Ia view 
of thcae facts and circumstances wo can 
fully Bympathiae with the people of Van- 
couver laland. After all they have done 
and Buffotod to obtain this railway, and 
after having in every way seconded the 
wishes of Sir Jon.v Macdo-valu's Gov- 
ernment and party, their disappointment 
must bo e.ttrenie, and their exasperation 
perfectly, just. Furthermore, it must bo 
reiiKtmberod, they have, at tho request of 
tho Dominion Government, locked up 
since 1873, as a railway reserve, the finest 
part of Vancouver Island, consisting of a 
striitch of country 20 milea wide and IGO 
miles long; or 3,200 square miles cont.iin- 
ing 2,048,000 acres. This is all valuable 
coul, timber, and farming land kept back 
from enterprise and settlement. In view 
of this state of tho case, the Government 
has committed a groat wrong in not pro- 
viding for the construction of tlio Island 
Railway in tlie Syndicate terms.

To His Honor the Liexd. Oovemor of B.C. 

Slu, — Wo bog to acknowledge tho re- 
ceipt of a communication of yesterday's 
date from your private secretary in which 
ho states that with roforcnco to our 
Icttpi: uf the Srd of August last submitt- 
ing that it was a porat'iial matter with you 
to grant or refuse your fiat for a petition of 
right he had been directed by you to in- 
form lis that the Attorney General ot the 
province h^id in effect advised you that 
consistont with tho principles of licspon- 
siblo Government tho fiat should only bo 
grantetBor refused upon recommendation 
of ministers who are responsible to you 
and to tho legislature for tho advice 
given; and that acting upon that advice 
you could not take upon yourself the re- 
sponsiblility cf granting or refusing your 
fiat. Wo v,'itli great respect submit that 
you have entirely misconceived both your 
duty and the powers appertaining to your 
office. 'Ilio positien of Governor of a 
Colony possessing roprcsentutivc institu- 
tions with responailjlc guvernmcnt is 
stated by Mr. T'-dd to be that of a local 
constitutional sovereign. If tliis is a correct 
definition of your honor'.s position then 
the granting or. refusing (if the petition of 
right of Messrs. Reid Bros, ia a matter of 
prerogative and if the Act under which 
this petition is presented had intended 
that tho petition should be referred to the 
responsible ministers it would have dir- 
ected tho petition to bo referred to the 
Liout. Governor in Council iiiHtead of to 
the Lieutenant Governor for his consider- 
ation, and tho -Interpretation Act, 1872, 
supports this view. 

Wo hardly need refer to tho results 
which must flow from tho construction 
your Honor places on the act as in almost 
ovory taio petitions of right arise 
from some proceedings taken by the min- 
isters in derogation of private riL'hts and 
the views put forward by ynu would make 
tho ministers judges in their own case; 
previous caRcs under this act have boon 
decided by the Lieut. -Governor on prin- 
ciples of justice leaving tho question in 
dispute to bu settled by the log.il tribunal* 
of tho province. 

- Wo trust, therefore, that you will now 
.^aye leisure' to cxaniiiio thispetition whicli 
Jiaii' been beforo you since tho 17th .July 
•jftudto deal with it in accordance with tho 
construction of the act and your unbiass- 
ed judgment and not submit it to tho dic- 
tum of an interested party which can but 
resiilt-in tho rights of tho petitioners be- 
ing as they hitherto have been treated 
with high-handed injustice. 

Believing as we do that tho pcnition 
you define fur yourself in this mutter is 
not contemplated by law we would re- 
spectfully suggest as tho point involved is 
a conatitutiQiittl ono that the matter should 
bo referred'to law officers of tho Dominion 
for their opinion.

Battli&er 'With tho Boero. 

LoxDON, Feb. 9 — General Colley's 

telegram to the War OtHce is as fol- 
lows : I marched to patrol the Xewcaa- 
tlc road with five conijianics of the Si.x- 
toentli Regiment, two hidd and two 
mounted guns and a detachment of 
horse, leaving one conipain- and two 
guns to command the crossing of Ingo- 
go River. I seized the plateau beyond 
the river with the r.^st of my forces. 
The JJoers attacked me from nil sides 
for over flvo hours, but wore complete- 
ly re|iul.sed and withdrew at sunset, 
when I returned to camp. The Boers' 
loss must have been vory lieavy. Ours 
wa.s four oiricer.s killed; four wounded 
and aljout one hundred and fifty men 
killed and wounded. The ollicer.'^ kill- 
ed wore McClregor, of the cngincer.s, 
Grier of the artillery, and O'Connor 
and Garrett, both of tho Sixteenth Reg- 
iment. 

DuBLiJf, Feb. 9. — The British achiev- 
ed a questionable success. General 
Colley's object was to escort the mails 
over tho Ingogo River and meet the 
convoy from Newcastle. The J3ocrs 
op])osito throo more coni[ianics of 
troops to reinforce liia original force of 
five companies. He thus left only 300 
men in camp. The Boers got in the 
rear of his force and captured a mule 
train, ambulances and some goods. He 
w-as for a time unablo to advance or 
retreat, being assailed on all Hides. 
The fighting lastod si.^ hours. The 
Boors, though repulsed, are still threat- 
ening. ■Military critics fail to see 
what lias been gained by so costly an 
operation. It is believed there are a 
nunibor of Orange Free States Boers 
witli Joubertta, the Boor comnmndor, 
A correspondent Burmi.ses the situation 
as follows: Sir G. P. Collcy has suQ'er- 
ed another defeat. His position is cri 
tical. Tho officer McGregor reported 
among tho killed was General Colley's 
Private Secretary.

From T. Harper, Esq. , we have later in- 
formation respecting .stock prospcct.s in 
Okanagan, Kamluop.s, ICicola, Caohu 
C'rc-cik, Cliilcoten, otc. Tho snow is gen- 
orallj' deep; but tho hard and sharp crust 
is nuieh iiioru sovoro than ilio depth of 
snmv-. From the liead of Okuna[;an Lake 
III the IMi.ssion and below that point tho 
snow i.s about 20 inclios deep. .'Vt Oioo- 
yoo8 it is nioro then two feet. In all this 
ilistrict of country tho food outside is 
very hard to get at. Stoekraisors and 
herders have to fall back on their fodder, 
which with lar'jo bands of cattle will dis- 
appear rapidly. At Cache Creek the snow 
fall has not been quite so heavy, but the 
crust is equally as trying as olae where. 
.■Vt Nieola the depth is greater than at the 
Mission. Further north and west at

Mr. Smitho from thu Coinmittett on 
Private Bills reported tho Bishops' Bills. 
Report received. 

Wi:iC;llT.S .t.Nl) JlK.VSfllKS. 

Mr. E. Brown moved that the Domin- 
ion government bo, requested to put in 
force in this province tho law with re- 
spect to weights and measures. Ho said 
that tho necessary appliances wero alrea- 
dy hero and consumers should be protect- 
ed by tho onforcomcnt of tho law. He 
was told that the practice of giving short 
weight was very prevalent ni this pro 
vinco. 

Mr. Harris seconded. 

Hon. Mr. Walkcm .said that ho had 
lioard from Ottawa that Gapt. Good had 
rcioived instructions to carry out tho 
law. 

Dr. Ash moved to add the words, "and 
with respect to tlio inspection of gas." 

Hon. Mr. Walkom — Hoar, hear. 

Tho resolution as amondod was adopt- 
ed. 

A iil-ESTIOK OF PRIVILKaB — UOY.Vl HOSPI- 
T-II.. 

jMr. Druminond complained of tho 
manner in which his Hospital re.'?olution 
was disposed of yesterday. Tho votes 
wore wrongly counted. There was a 
tie — 10 for <nd 10 against, instead of 10 
against and 9 for, as recorded by the 
Speaker. Moreover, two members of tho 
government liad shirked tho vote (laugh- 
ter.) Ho bad counted nosoa at tho time 
and knew tho resolution "wa.s carried. 
(Laughter. ) 

IMr. Speaker said he decided thu vote 
l)y a show of hands. 

Mr. Druminond said ho had taken tho 
word of tho Speaker for tho vote. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

INIr. jMaia — Reflection on the Speaker. 

Mr. Dnimmond — There is no reflection 
on tho Speaker. Any one is liable to err. 
lie hoped the liouse would support him 
in this. 

Mr. Wilson— Tho mistake was natural : 
tho hon. gentleman counted no.ses and 
you, Mr. .Speaker, counted hands. (Laugh- 
tor.) 

Mr. Williamssaid the provincial secretary 
sat in his scat and did not vote. Why 
was; ho not counted with tho ayes 1 

Mr. Speaker — Names wore not called. 

Mr. Williams — Mr, Speaker', you sang 
out to mo tho other day when I did not 
vote and counted mo with thu ayes. Why 
did you not do tho s.-imo with the priivin- 
cial secretary yesterday 1 I am sati.ified 
that tho resolution was carried. 

Mr. Druminon'd contended that tho re- 
solution was brought in at the suggestion 
of an lion, gentleman who did not vote at 
all — two of them. (Laughter.) Ho would 
move to rescind. (Laughter.) 

Dr. Ash— Order, order. 

i^Ir. Druminond — That lion, goiitlomaii 
double voted .against the resolution. He 
was opposed to it. I'll give two days' no- 
tice to rescind. 

IMr. Speaker — Order, order. 

WOOLKN MILL BOKUS. 

i\Ir. Smitho moved, Whereas the pros- 
perity of the province would bo materially 
and perniancntly increased by tho erec- 
tion in this province of a factory for tho 
manufacture of woolen materials; and, 
whereas, it is desirable and o.xpodiont to 
encourage such an enterprise : Be it 
theieforo resolved, that, in tho opinion 
of this House, it is expedient that tho 
.sum of dollars be given as a 

bonus to the first person or persons, or 
corporation of persons, who shall, within 
the said prevince, erect, in tho course of 
tho next two years, a factory for the 
above purpose, and in such erection ex- 
pend the sum of forty thousand dollars; 
the said bonus to be paid after such erec- 
tion and expenditure of forty thousand 
dollars as aforesaid, and to the satisfac- 
tion of tho Lioutonant-Governor in Coun- 
cil, out of the Consolidated Revenue of 
this province. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that to prevent 
a waste of time ho would state tliat the 
resolution was out of order, and that the 
H<nise wa.s prevented by law from intro- 
ducing !i resolution of this kind. Ho 
a.sked tho younger nicnibors of the House 
t(j dismiss from their minds tho idea that 
tho government endeavored to burke such 
rpiestions, and in support of his position 
he (pioted from the statutes of 1872 to 
show that tho legislative assembly had no 
liower to pass any resolution or bill for 
the appropriation of any part of tho con- 
solidated revenue of the province. This 
resolution, if pas.sed, was in actual de- 
liancoof tho law; and tho presence of tho 
blank in the resolution bound the govern- 
ment to nothing. It was against the 5-lth 
section of tho British North America Act 
as well as being contrary to law, There 
were a host of authorities on the subject, 
ho claimed, and numerous decisions of 
Speakers wore cited. 

Mr. Smithe — Not one of them ap- 
plies. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — 'Sou havn't read 
them. 

Mr. Smitho — I know all .ibout thotn, 
though. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem continued to say 
that wo were bound by the Act and the 
House could not initiate a money vote. 
The ri'Holntion was imperfocl because no 
sum of money was stated; it did not loavo 
the matter with tho government but with 
the House, and was therefore illegal. 

Mr. Smithe quoted from one of tho au- 
thorities cited by the hon. attorney- 
general and said it had no bearing on this 
case. He had not initiated a money 
vote Ho (Mr. Smitho) had introduced 
an almost similar resolution last session. 
'I'lie leader of the government had object- 
ed, but Mr. Speaker overruled tho ob- 
jection and tho resolution was carried. 
Did that initiate a money vote ? No ; be- 
cause whet! tho estiraatea came down hist 
session it was found thoro w.is ro appro- 
priation forjtho purpose. Tho authori- 
ties quoted by the attorney-general ap- 
jilied only to estimates; but this House 
liad a right to express ;it8'yiow on the ab- 
stract question. In leaving the sura blank 
lie had foliowod a very common practice 
and he had loft tho sum blank because a 
cieiitloman was now here with n.bonaJi(le 
iutoution of building a woolen mill. Ho 
had asked an exclusive privilege and if ! 
that was not attainable he woldd like to j 
have a bonus. It was simply because ho i 
[Mv. Smithe) had moved in this matter 
for several years, and now saw an oppor- 
tunity of seeing his wishes _ carried out, 
that he brought forward this resolution, 
which was drawn by a legal gentleman 
who was cognizant of tho authorities pro- 
duced by the attorney-general. This was 
an abstract opinion of the House on a 
money question' wliich'it 'was dompotpnt 
for this Houso to give. If the resolution 
were declared out of order ho would drop 
it and givu notice of tho simple resolution 
he had introduced last year. 

Dr. Ash said the resolution was con- 
trary to the British North America' Act 
and our rules. . Ho thought thoro wore 
ways in which tho ^ovemmont might bo 



influonecd (a laugli), but tliis was not the 
proiicr way, 

iMr. Ferguson thought that overy. niom- 
ber should be particuiar^in' granting the 
rights of free speech, but wo should act 
in harmony with the laws and our rules, 
with which lie bolii^vcd this resolution 
did not harmonize and, therefore, ho was 
.against it. 

Mi: Smitho said that if tho Houso 
should express its opinion in favor of this 
bupus the government coultl act upon it. 
Tlio Houso hadjhowover.to deal with this 
mattoC" Ho moved a similar rosolution 
last year and it was carried, yet the gr.v- 
crmnont did not bring down tho vote. 

Hon. j\Ir. Humplire3-s explained the 
dilt'erenco between tho resolution and an 
abstract expression of opinion. Tho gov- 
ernment, ho said, were prepared to assist 
all manufacturers. Ho oQ'eredaii amend- 
ment which called on the government to 
offer a bonus for the manufacture of wool- 
on goods. 

Hon. i\Ir. Walkem said he did not 
agree with his colleague. 'I'he House had 
not tho right to pass such a resolution. 
Tho rosolutionpassed last session was en- 
tirely coiitniryt'i law. He ditl not agree 
with the remarks or suggestifuis of the 
provincial secretary. 

Dr. Ash proceeded to animadvert upon 
the speaker allowing hi'ii. luemben to 
wander from tho point of order. 

Mr. Wilson asked if the hon. luoniber 
was in order in lecturing the speaker. Ho 
was of opinion with tho provin- 
cial soerotary with ri>gard to powers of 
tho Houso. It se^'mod to him it was in- 
tended that no one should h.ivo any ideas 
fur tho bcuofit of tin- cnuntry but the 
Lieutenant Oo\i-rnor (l;uightor). The 
resolution of tho ineniber fur Cowicliau 
went into matters which under tho law 
must originate with the Lieutenant-CJov- 
ernor. It was de.oralile that tho Houso 
should be able tn r>.|iii;ss its view.s and 
to put a little courage into the govurn- 
mcut and ho hoped that something like 
tho rosolution proposed by tho provincial 
secretary would be ])assed and if the es- 
timates did not contain tho necessary item 
then thoy could refuse to vote them. 

The sneaker decided that the resolii 
tiou was not in order. 

A confuaion here aosc a.t to wliothor 
tho resolution should lie withdrawn or not. 
Kvory one appoareil to be in a duuso foi; 
as to tho proper mode of procedure, nono 
more so than Mr. Speaker. Tho resolu- 
tion was finally declared out cf order.

Tho question of the supposed epidemic 
amongst tho horses at Chilliwhaok and 
Sunias has been solved and all doubt re- 
moved. It appears that Mr. Wm. Chad- 
soy of Suinns lost a valuable Iior.so, and 
with a laudable desire to find out, if pos- 
sible, tho cause of death. Dr. Thornber of 
that placo was requested to make a po-i 
mortem examination. Tho doctor found 
tho lungs, head, windpipe and all the 
large arteries liighly inflamed, as was also 
the brain, and a quantity of bluish- 
green .s-crwiii was found in the chest, and 
from tho appearances of tho animal the 
doctor arrived at the conclusion that some 
animal poison taken into tho stomach was 
the cause of death. This led to further 
enquiry and it was found that the horse 
hatl been drinking all tho winter from a 
stagnant pond at the back of tho barn, 
tho water of which w-a» immotliately ex- 
amined and found to bo literally alive 
and teeming with aiiimalcuho ancl quite 
green and giving out a highly ofifensivo 
eflluvia. On making this discovery, fur- 
ther enquiry was instituted, when it was 
found that in every case where horses 
had died thoy had boon drinking similar 
water, while, on thu other hand, where 
horses had been watered at a running 
stream or had clean w.ater given thorn, 
not ono had died, or had any symptoms 
of tho supposed opidemio.
